The Total Tonnege Wonld Load Three

SHIPPERS NEED BETTER FACILITIES.

Bame Interesting Facts About the Causes Leading to the
P& W Dal

If Chicago has the homor of being the
greatest railroad center in the United
States, Pittsburg can goone better and
boast of handling more freight than any
other city, pot excepting New York or Phil-
sdelphbin.

The importance of the city in this line is
soarcely appreciated by the world at large.
But receut {ransactions here brought out
facts that prove the shipments far bevond
those of the metropolis or any other two
cities in the country.

President Schmertz, of the Chamber of
Commerce, has just sent a letter to President
H. G. Davis, of the West Virginia Central
Hailroad, giviog some wvaluable statistics
on this guestion. The total toonage for last
year is estimated at 27,000,000. This means
that 110,000 cars were haudled monthly,
with an average capacity of 25 tons and an
average load of 20 tons.

Pitisburg alone, sccording to the same
estimates, bandles 18,000,000 tous per an-
num, or 1,000 cars a duy. Nearly 2,000 cars
euter and 1,000 cars depart daily trom this
city. These figures show that Pittsbarg re-
ceives 40,000 tons daily snd redistnibutes
20,000, 1rrespective of the enormous through
freight, which runs up the tonnage to the
surprising figures above given.

Value of the Clty as n Source of Sapply.

The grestest tonpage is reached in the
coal and ooke industry, which illustrates
the city's vaine not only as & manufactoriong
center but as a source for the supply of
msterial lor other centers. In Allegheny
county there are 81 mines, the produet of
which aggregated over 9,000,000 tons last
wear. Of this amonat, 5,000,000 tons were
sbipped by water, and the remaining 4,000,-
000 by ra1l. The coke product of the county

.is placed st 5,000,000,

The raw materisl copsumed last wear in
making pig iron was 4,500,000 toos, divided
sbout as follows: Ore, 2.500,000; coke,
1,325,000 and limestone, 675,000 tons. Be-
side the pig iron manufactured in the eity,

, there is anooally brought bere for manufac-

ture 1,250,000 tons of iron and steel, which
is 181 per cent or nearly one-fifth the pro-
duct of the whole United States

The glase industry adds largely to the
tonnage of the city. Window glass manu-
facturers alone consumed 70,000 tons of ma-
terial and their output is 57,250, The Pitts-
burg Plute Glass Company pays snnually
ns much as £200,000 for freight. The table-
ware houses, of which there are not a few,
figure largely in making up the snoual ton-
nage of the eity.

Tbe tonnage of pig iron is about 1,300,000;
that of rail and bar iron, 500,000; sheet and
plate, 150,000; nsils, 200; ecrucible fogots,
56,000; all other steel, including Bessemer,
1,100,000; wotal, 3,106,200,

Object of Collccting the Statistics,

Mr. Davis, whose proposed railroad will
have iis northern terminus in Pittsburg,
wanted this information to lay before the di-
rectors of his company for the purpose of show-
fyg them the channels through which they
might expect the heaviest traffic.

There is every reason to believe the tonnage
will iucrease as the cily continues to develnp,
Facilitiee for carrying [reight, both by river
and rail, are being improved, and the demand
for Pittsburg producis, both pataral and man.
ufaeinred, is constantiy on the inereass.

In the line of rallway Lprovements, none are
more important than those along the Pittsburg
anit Western, now under the control of tho
Baidmore aud Ohle, The road will be double
tracked in order to meet the increased de-
mands of the new traffic which local shippers
will crowd upon it at once,

Itissaid this line will be saperior to the
Pinsvarg, Fr. Wayne and Chicaga, the distance
boing practically the same, pon the comple-
tion of the llue from Akron w Chi June-
taon, which 1s expected to be reached jusido of
two months, there will be some lively competi-
lgp for the trafiic beiween Piutsburg and
Chicago.

in the matter «f freight rates, Rese parties
coptrol the traffic of the disirier, and their al-
Jiapee with the Baltimore and Obio as holders
of i stock may be regarded as equally impor-
tant as the throogl route itsell, which has
Peen so guietly acquirad.

*The principal frme in Pittsburg have inti-
mated that they intend to hold their shares
and do their best to promote the interests of
the Baltimore and Obio line.

MAYOR WITHOUT PAY.

A Scheme to Make Allegheny’s Exec-
ative an Honorary Official.

THINE IT WOULD GRT BETTER MEN

An Urdinance Fixing the Salaries of Heads
of Departments.

OVER THE EIVER COMMITTEE MEETINGS

It is one of the probabilities that Alle.
gheny’s office of Mayor. under the new
regime, will be made an honorary position,
without the salury attachment.

Many residents of Allegheny believe that
better men could be induced o run for
Mayor of the city uoder the new order of
affnirs if it were made a position entirely of
honor, since the work will not amount to as
much as that of the average Councilman,
aad the aggravation ol being & police
magistrate will not be included. That is
the opinion expressed by some of the Coun-
cilmen who know what will be to the best
interests of their constituents as well as the
feeling of men who wounld be glad io accept
the position under the circumstances men-
tioned,

Asis well koown, that official draws a
salary of $5,000, including 2500 from the
county, but for this sum he is compelled to
virtually have charge of the police depart-
ment, while daily a row of criminals is
lined up on whom he isexpected to smile
sympathetically ss he remarks: “Thirty
days. Next!”

Councilmen Discuss the Matter.

A meeting of the sub-Finance Committee
was called for 4 o’clock yesterday, but only
Messre. Dahlinger, Snamen and Neeb ap-
peared. Of course no meeting was held,
but affairs of interest to the city were dis-
cussed, Mr, Snamen opened the question of
the salary of the Mayor by stating that be knew
of some of the city’s best men who would con-
gider it an honor to be maide Mayorif there
was no salary, but with that attachment they
would not accept it. In his opinion the Mayor
will not have much 1o do, and for that reason
it should be made an honorary position, so that
it would be filled hy men who would not under
the old povernment have anythiag to do with it

Messra. Dahlinger and Neeb fully coincided
with the views expressed by their colleague.
The matter was discussed quits generally for
some time, but all seemed to be of the same
opinlun,  On one question they are fully de-
cided. The Mayor of Allegheny will not re-
celve as large a salary as at present because the
amonnt of work attnched will be so much less.
Thesé zentlemen believe that thewr corstito-
ents demand an economically administered
government and they scem ready to give it to
them.

An Ordinance Drafted and Discussed.

The sub-committes which falled to secure a
auorum yesterday afternoon secured one alter
the other committees had adjonrned last night.
The majority of the members were present and
a8 the doors were barred vnly that which they
considered pood was glven for publication.
One of the members of the committes said to &
DISPATCH reporter after the meeting ad-
journed that it would require perhaps hall a
dozen ons to complete the work.

Chairman Dablinger, with the assistance of
seversl other members of the committee, have
gmparea an ordinance, after the style of the

ittsbarg ordinan for the entire govern-
ment of the saccond cities. They consider
that 85,000 is too much a salary for the heads of
departments, so §3,000 was settled upon as the
proper amount. Some belleve that in Alle-
cheny the amonnts shonld be the same as in
Pitteburg, but the majority are more conserva-
tive and say that §3.000 is amply sufficient.

Nor will the work of the departments be car-
ried on_ wilth 50 much elaboration as in Pitts.
burg. For instance, it has definitely de-
cided that in the Depart: of Pablic Balety
there will be only one central office and thers
are to be no inspectors to preside over broken
up districts of the city, as is the case In Pitts-

burg,

In regard to the question asked by the comn-
mittee, “Can the wards be divided in time for
the Fnhrunry clection?" he replied in the nega-
tive, His reasons were, first, that the creation
of new election districts would disfranchise
the voters. who 1nust swear to two months’ re<
idence lo the distriet; second, that certaln ofl.
cers wonld be thrown out entirely; thirnd, the
apportionment of school debts ¢ould not be
properly mule, which must ba done under the
acts of 1874; fourth, election distriets could not
be created In time for the VFebruary election,
beeanss the commissioners mast report to the
Quarter Sesslons Court, the uext term of
whieh does not convene until the firss Munday
fu Murcl.
